Dwight Marshall Collins, 59, 
and his wife, Julia, 59, who both 
worked at the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency headquarters in 
McLean, have died in London, 
after being struck by a truck. 

' Mr. and Mrs. Collins, who 
lived at 7937 Docpwcll Drive, 

Bethesda, left Washington last 
Saturday for the start of a 30- 
day European vacation. 

■ They were struck by a delivery 
truck Monday morning as they 
stepped off a sidewalk in Lon- 
don’s Piccadilly Circus area. 

Mrs. Collins was killed instantly. 

Mr. Collins was hospitalized 
with a fractured skull and died 
Tuesday morning. 

Mr. and Mrs. Collins both had 
teaching careers in the Washing- 
ton area before they joined CIA 
in 1951 and took over what was 
described as responsible admin- 
istrative positions involving non- 
secret work. They had been 
married since 1958. It was the 
second marriage for each. 

- Mr. Collins was a teacher and 
senior master of the Middle 
School at London School for 
Boys in Bethesda from 1932 to 
1951. Mrs. Collins, then Mrs. 

Julia Barnes, taught at Sidwell 
'Friends School here for two 
wears before going to work at 
'CIA and had been a teacher at 
■the Remedial Education Center 
here from 1944 to 1949. 

Mr. Collins, a native of Pitts- 
field, Mass., was a 1930 gradu- 
ate of Yale University. He also 
attended the University of 
. Grenoble in France in 1930-31; 

Bates College in Lewiston, 

■■Maine, in 1932; Columbia Uni- 
versity in New York in 1938, and 
George Washington University 
■in 1949. 

Mrs. Collins was born in 
^Washington and was a 1929 
'graduate of George Washington 
.University. She was a graduate 
of Washington’s old Central 
.High School. Her father, William 
'I. Denning, is a retired attorney 
who lives at 5517 Chevy Chase 
Parkway NW.
